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It’s a lot more difficult for 
school districts to balance the 
books today than it was a just a 
few years ago. 

That’s the message Romulus 
Community Schools officials laid 
out for the public Monday night 
when District Financial Director 
Sherri Papazoglou asked the 
seven members of the school 
board to approve seeking a $2.75 
short-term loan to meet payroll 
and other expenses during the 
summer months. 

“A lot of districts are doing this 
to make sure the bills are paid 
during the summer months,” said 
Papazoglou. “Romulus is similar 
to other districts in that regard. 
The increases in state aid did not 
help us in terms of making sure 
the bills are paid.” 

Per-pupil revenue - or foun¬ 
dation grants - were increased to 
all state school districts by $175 
for each student The problem is 
that essentially fixed costs have 
gone up at an alarming rate, and 
those dollars were immediately 
swallowed as soon as they 
arrived, said district spokesman 
Dick Kruse. 

“We’ve never had to do this 
before, but other districts have,” 
he said. “The reality is that the 
next state aid payments are not

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Area experiencing shortage of blood donors 


Every spring, the American 
Red Cross faces a challenge: how 
to cope with a dwindling blood 
supply and an increased need. 

According to Andrea Ward, 
spokesperson for the Southeastern 
Michigan Blood Services region of 
the American Red Cross, when 
high schools, colleges, and facto¬ 
ries begin to take time off, donors 
dwindle. And, as warm weather 
beckons people outside and vaca¬ 
tion plans draw them far from 
home, Wand said that the desire to 
take time out to donate blood often 
gets lost in the shuffle It’s a prob¬ 
lem that usually peaks in July and 
August, but donations have 
already begun diminish. 

“Since mid-April, we’ve seen an 
increasing shortage of 0 negative,” 
she said. “We’ve been able to fulfill 
orders (from the hospitals) but it’s 
hard to get ahead. We’re left with 


basically nothing on the shelves.” 

Several other blood types, 
including B negative, are more 
readily available, but the numbers 
are still considered low enough to 
be a concern. Although the blood 
supply is currently fairly stable, if 
low in some areas, Ward said that 
it takes very little to throw the sys¬ 
tem out of whack She said that as 
the number of traffic accidents 
goes up when people hit the roads 
in large numbers, there is also an 
increase in blood usage. 

“There’s usually an increase 
around Memorial Day,” she said. 

The Red Cross has come with a 
solution with the new ‘Homefront 
Heroes’ program. In upcoming 
weeks, the Red Cross will offer 
everyone who donates blood the 
opportunity to write a personal 
thank you note to a veteran and 
make sure the notes reach veter¬ 


ans. The program, which will take 
place at all donation sites from 
May 20-29, will also provide donors 
with a commemorative t- shirt 
“We’re just trying to give people 


another way to help,” Ward said. 

In order to donate blood, a per¬ 
son must be at least 17 years old, 
weigh at least 110 pounds, and be 
in general good health. It usually

Seniors leam giving with projects

As Samantha Chapman stood 
in the front of the room giving her 
senior project presentation, her 
dad cried. 

He cried because he said he 
was really proud of his daughter 
and knew that she was serious 
about getting better. 

Chapman, a senior at 
Romulus High School, is bulimic. 
For her project on bulimia in 
high school girls, she started a 
support group on-line for teens. 
She also saw a counselor and cre¬ 
ated a journal documenting her 
progress. 

“I wanted people to know who 
I was and to understand me,” 
Chapman said. “There are a lot of 
health risks and not a lot of teens 
think before doing it I was so bad 
that I just found out that I might 
be sterile.” 

Chapman was just one of the 
graduating seniors who recently 
completed her senior project a 
requirement to graduate. 

As part of the project each stu¬ 
dent was required to identify an 
issue, leam a new skill, produce a 
product and then make an 
impact on the community, said 
English teacher Serena Kessler 

Ralonda Peammon learned 
how to counsel children and used 
that skill to help teenagers at the 
Ozone House in Ann Arbor by 
educating them about AIDS and 
HIV She also made a Winnie the 


Pooh pillow and blanket that she 
donated to the house. 

“When people think of Winnie 
the Pooh, they think of love and a 
lot of stuff,” Peammon said. 
‘Those kids do not receive love 
and a lot of them turn to depres¬ 
sion and suicide because they 
feel they are being outcast” 

She chose the issue of teens 
suffering with AIDS because she 
knows some people with if which 
they contracted when they were 
teens, Peammon said. Also, she 
knows that a lot of teens are hav¬ 
ing unprotected sex, are not 
thinking about it and are just 
doing it because others are, she 
said. 

The senior projects are 
designed to see how the teachers 
succeeded in preparing the stu¬ 
dents to be independent learners 
and thinkers, Kessler said. 

“Many times, they (the stu¬ 
dents) exceed our expectations,” 
she said. 

The graduation requirement 
taught the students how to pre¬ 
sent to a group, manage an indi¬ 
vidual project and improve their 
public speaking skills. 

“It taught me how to presenf ” 
said Joshua Carroll. “It taught me 
proper people skills.” 

In addition, the projects are 
supposed to have a service aspect 
to them because service is part of 
what school administrators and 
teachers think is important, 
Kessler said. 

“It gives students the chance 


to meet the needs that they think 
are importanf” she said. 

Dawan Jackson chose to do his 
project on the health risks of haz¬ 
ardous materials in Romulus 
because he and his fellow stu¬ 
dents are going to school near 
areas with hazardous material, 
he said. 

The seniors are informally 
introduced to the project multi¬ 
ple times throughout the year 
before being given six weeks to 
complete their projects. 

“It’s one of those things that 
students when they got done with 
it can look back on and say, Vow. 
I was scared of that?” Chapman 
said. “It went by so quick.” 

Peammon agreed that the pro¬ 
jects were not that hard to do and 
said she would do hers again. 

“It felt good to teach the kids 
stuff so that they would not go 
astray like they were,” Peammon 
said. 

Romulus High School seniors 
have been obligated to complete 
a project prior to graduation for 
the past eight years, but the cur¬ 
rent layout of the requirements 
have only been in place for the 
past five, Kessler said. 

Though Romulus High School 
requires seniors to complete 
these assignments, senior pro¬ 
jects are not a statewide gradua¬ 
tion requirement in Michigan. 
Currently, only Florida, North 
Carolina, Washington, Rhode 
Island and Pennsylvania require 
senior projects for all students.

The Belleville High School 
track was covered with people 
this weekend as hundreds par¬ 
ticipated in the Belleville Relay 
for Life. 

The event, sponsored by the 
American Cancer Society, gen¬ 
erated more than $61,000 in 
donations, said Judge David 
Parrott, one of the organizers of 
the event. The total was an 
increase of $7,000 from last year 

“It was a really great event,” 
he said. “Except for the brief 
wind storm at 3 a.m., we had 
decent weather, a lot of fun and 
raised a lot of money and 
awareness.” 

The event, which took place 
from 10 am. Saturday to 10 am. 


Sunday, included the tradition¬ 
al luminaria ceremony and 
silent lap. Several hundred peo¬ 
ple attended the event, Parrott 
said. 

Several cancer survivors— 
including Parrott’s wife— 
shared their stories and various 
volunteers read names of those 
who died of cancer during a 
power point presentation, 
Parrott said. 

“The luminaria ceremony 
was really moving, to see all of 
the bags lit up,” Parrott said. 

He added that the silent lap 
was moving because it provided 
time to reflect and that the 
event was very successful 

“I think it will be bigger and 
better next year and we look 
forward to doing it again,” 
Parrott said. 


Loan - Funding need not uncommon 
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going to come until October.

According to district figures, the 
schools are paying $40 more per 
student for utilities and gasoline,

So far, school officials have 
been told that the state may 
increase per-pupil funding to

children. 

The district educates about 
4,300 students, which means new 
expenses are exceeding new rev¬ 
enues by more than $1 millioa 

The state has been made 
aware by school district of fund¬ 
ing issues, Kruse said, but the 
overall economic picture in 
Michigan is still at the point of 
recession, which means any sig¬ 
nificant funding increases are 
unlikely. 

Greg Byrd, the spokesman for 
the State Budget Office, said 
relief may be on the way. 

“The governor is proposing 
that in the 2006 fiscal year, the

schools get a $200 per-student 
raise,” he said. “Now, that would 
have to be approved by the legis¬ 
lature, and they’re working on 
that as we speak We don’t know 
when the school aid budget will 
finalized at this point, however” 

Bird also said a part of Gov. 
Jennifer Granholm’s proposal 
includes a $50 million allocation 
to help schools with declining 
enrollment. If Romulus school 
enrollment does decline, the dis¬ 
trict may eligible for a portion of 
those funds. 

Under the conditions of the 
short-term loan, an agreement 
will be made between the schools 
and a lender, and money will 
change hands. The schools will 
then tap into those funds to keep 
the district operating. Generally, 
the loans are paid back by the 
time the next round of state aid is 
deposited into the district bank 
account, Papazoglou said. 

Though the interest rates on 
the loans tend to be low, that’s 
still money that still comes from 
the taxpayers. The district is 
going out for bids for the loan to 
ensure the lowest interest rate 
possible, Papazoglou said 


Schools - Programs help trim costs 
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Westland Schools, agrees. 

“A good example of this would 
be that (Romulus) has a middle 
school alternative program, and 
we don’t,” she said. “I think we’re 
sending about 10 students there. 
You can’t run a school or a pro¬ 
gram with only 10 students, so it 
works out well. The costs of start¬ 
ing a new (middle school) pro¬ 
gram in our district would be 
astronomical.” 

The new agreement affects 
about 40 students, but both Carr 
and Sherman say they would like 


to see that number increase. 
Though Romulus has an exten¬ 
sive altemative/vocational pro¬ 
gram at Community High School, 
they don’t have the number of 
vocational programs Wayne- 
Westland houses as the massive 
William D. Ford Technical 
Center And, the Tinker Center in 
Westland has adult and alterna¬ 
tive classes - but only for high 
school students. 

Financially speaking, neither 
district is profiting from the 
agreement

Recall would do more harm 

In the wake of the May 2 election, some voters in the Inkster 
School District were left confused and frustrated. 

A 6-mill issue was approved by voters to fund school improve¬ 
ments, but many residents and some officials say they didn’t know 
the issue would be on the ballot 

Accusations have popped up that the district advertising cam¬ 
paign was deceptive and some in the community have questioned 
whether the issue would come back to haunt members of the 
school board. 

There have also been rumors of a proposed recall of the board. 

We hope that doesn’t come to be. 

We have some concerns about the election, too. If the district did 
advertise the second issue, they didn’t do it as rigorously as they did 
the 18-mill renewal that provides a large portion of their school 
funding. 

Even if they had not, though, the voters always have the opportu¬ 
nity to vote ‘no’ on something they don’t understand or aren’t famil¬ 
iar with. 

Those concerns aside, though, an attempt to recall the school 
board would only exacerbate the problem. 

The board is at a delicate time, now, emerging from the shadow 
of a state-sanctioned takeover. Improvements have already been 
seen in areas like school test scores and through the No Child Left 
Behind Act 

A recall election can only be divisive in a community that doesn’t 
need such negativity. There’s simply no way to do one nicely. 

A better approach would be to direct the concern about the elec¬ 
tion to the board itself. Look at the depth of the anger and see if it 
stems from small pockets of people or if it is a symptom of a larger 
problem. It could be that voters approved the measure because— 
and they are most likely right—-the work needs to be done. It’s diffi¬ 
cult to take on large maintenance or improvement items through 
the traditional school budgets; districts are lucky if they get enough 
there to provide for the education of their students. 

Residents would be better off trying to get their answers from 
the school board and school administration first They—as we— 
need all the facts before they can take such a radical approach. If 
they do otherwise they run the risk of turning one problem into 
two.

Community alliance is key to survival 


I can still remember the day my family moved 
to the country. 

My family piled into an orange Ford truck, 
where for the first time, I would see the home in 
which I would spend the next 16 years of my life. 

It was a 2,500-square-foot fixer-upper on a dirt 
road. My father spent about a year making 
changes to the place; the first thing that had to go 
was the cement bird bath in the middle of the din¬ 
ing room (you have to wonder where people get 
their ideas). 

It was a far cry from Pemdale, a small, mostly 
blue-collar suburb that hugs Detroit Needless to 
say, it was major adjustment 

But if you drive through the area where I grew 
up now, there’s a Meijer on a parcel of land that 
used to be a vast expanse of grass. The area built 
up, steadily, overtime. 

That’s happened over and over again, in many 
towns and cities, away from the urban center of 
Detroit That’s been great for some newer munici¬ 
palities that used to be the boonies, but not so good 
for the smaller suburbs that surround that core. 

The Suburban Alliance is a collection of 17 
older communities that was formed to address the 
outward expansion of the metro Detroit region. 
For the last five years, the alliance has been trying 
to bring balance to outward development and 
repairing the “inner-ring” communities, which 
have lost state and federal dollars that are being 
used to expand roads and freeways to places 



where not too many people 
live. 

“Our region is struggling 
' against a number of systemic 
problems that demand resolution through legisla¬ 
tive action,” said Conan Smith, the executive 
director of the Alliance. “Michigan’s first-tier sub¬ 
urbs are home to nearly a third of the state’s popu¬ 
lation, and they are facing challenges that require 
* ‘greater-than-local’ solutions.” 

This week, the alliance announced a plan to try 
to bring more resources to smaller communities. 
“A metropolitan agenda will help us - as both 
cities, suburbs and more rural communities - 
address those problems that are systemic in 
nature and regional in scope,” said Smith. “We 
have the energy and the intelligence - what’s lack¬ 
ing is a shared vision and common goals.” 

The framework the Alliance proposed is based 
on sound principals: the need for regional govern¬ 
ment to look at all of Southeast Michigan as whole, 
the need for lawmakers at all level of government 
to recognize the value of helping older cities deal 
with their dwindling tax bases, and creating eco¬ 
nomic consistency for all people, no matter where 
they live. 

But can we all look past the tilings that divide 
us?

point that, if he didn’t attend the depart¬ 
ment head meetings, it would save the city 
about $6,000 every year.

It’s 
more ominous when you notice their pres¬ 
ence. Clark, with his continual presence at 
the end of the dais, is such a recognized 
figure that he’s clearly a part of the team. 


Maybe Wayne is in the place where 
they can’t afford that kind of touchy-feely 
sentiment It’s hard to begrudge Clark the 
additional funds, though He is more than 
a guy who shows up at the whim of the city 
administration, like a crow signifying 
something of grave portent He is every¬ 
where, active when he doesn’t have to be 
active. I would guess that that money 
comes right back into the community 
through his many civic endeavors like the 
Wayne Rotary Club, the Wayne Civitans, 
the Wayne 100 Club, and more. He’s 
always among the first to donate to chari¬ 
table causes. He’s at the site of community 
builds, not just to be seen but to roll up his 
sleeves, jump in the muck and get to work. 

The city council is right to look every¬ 
where they can to try to trim fat from the 
budget, but I think they should look else¬ 
where on this one. Clark deserves more 
than just a retainer. He’s a pretty good 
deal for the city, in more ways than one.

CHARTER TOWNSHIP OF VAN BUREN 
REGULAR BOARD MEETING MINUTES 
MAY 16, 2006 

Supervisor King called the meeting to order at 7:32 p.m. in the Board Room. Present: 
Supervisor King, Clerk Payne, Treasurer Budd, Trustee Clair, Trustee Hart and 
Trustee Rochowiak. Absent and excused: Trustee Jahr. Others in attendance: 
Planning and Economic Development Director Kelley, Public Safety Director 
Champagne, Deputy Recreation and Facilities Director Morris, Parks Manager 
Mulkey, Lieutenant Brooks, Attorney Schwartz, Executive Assistant Ireland, 
Secretary Cline and an audience of fifty-seven (57). 

Supervisor King requested a moment of silence be held in honor of Cindy Caincross, 
who started and was the head of the Fire Explorer Program for the Township for ten 
years; and Fredrick Birk, former Township Treasurer who served from 1963 through 
1972, both who recently past away. 

APPROVAL OF AGENDA: Hart moved, Budd seconded to approve the agenda as 
presented. Carried. 

PUBLIC HEARING: Rochowiak moved, Hart seconded to receive public comments 
on the request of more than 50 percent of the frontage foot owners to approve the 
assessment roll for the Lake Crest and Belle Harbour Estates Special Assessment 
District. Carried. 

Supervisor King opened the public hearing stating yesterday the township received 
communication regarding the cost sharing commitment with Wayne County. 
Supervisor King went to Director Kelley for an explanation. Director Kelley stated 
there are two items to be addressed. First, more than 50 percent of the frontage foot 
owners of properties in the Lake Crest and Belle Harbour Estates Subdivisions are 
requesting the Board approve the assessment roll for the 196 properties within the 
special assessment district. Later in the agenda there is an action item to combine two 
lots in the Lake Crest Subdivision which reduces the count from 197 lots to 196 lots. 
The Public Act allows the township to proceed with this provided more than 50 per¬ 
cent of the home owners continue to support the petition. Director Kelley stated in 
the summer 2003 meetings were held with property owners. Township staff and 
Wayne County Department of Public Service representatives to discuss the options 
available to have the public roads and related storm water facilities improved and 
reconstructed. Early in 2004 a Steering Committee was established by the property 
owners of the subdivisions and the owners began the information and petition collec¬ 
tion process. On October 5, 2004 at the request by more than 50 percent of the prop¬ 
erty owners the Township approved the (SAD) special assessment district. On 
November 27, 2004 the Township approved a special assessment roll for the purpose 
of developing design and construction plans to repave the public roads and related 
storm water facilities in the SAD. December 2004 through summer 2005 the project 
engineer, Spaulding DeDecker, began to develop design and construction plans and 
performs site investigation, meetings with Wayne County Department of Public 
Service and the Steering Committee to review design and construction plans. In the 
fall of 2005 construction documents are prepared for bidding and advertisements are 
issued for bids. On January 4, 2006 the project engineer submits bid tabulation and 
recommends VIL Construction, Inc. as the successful bidder. May 2006 at the request 
of more than 50 percent of the frontage foot property owners the township hears com¬ 
ments to approve the assessment roll for the purpose of the repaving and related pro¬ 
ject. The total cost of the project is 1.9 million dollars. As Supervisor King stated the 
township is in receipt of a letter from Wayne County committing the County to partic¬ 
ipate up to 20% of the construction costs (max $320,000) and waive all permit, plan 
review and inspection fees estimated at $85,000. 

Director Kelley stated late this afternoon petitions and written correspondence regard¬ 
ing the assessment roll were filed with the Township. Thus, an accurate and confident 
count can not be reported to the Board and home owners as to the status of the major¬ 
ity of the land owners. Staff will need to spend additional time to develop an accurate 
count. While it appears there are enough signatures on the petition to move forward 
the numbers are to close. Since an accurate count has not been determined and dis¬ 
cussion with Township legal council, Director Kelley recommends the Board table 
the issue. 

Supervisor King stated the Board is in receipt of a memo from Director Kelley which 
describes the entire process, documents from Spaulding DeDecker the low bidder, the 
public hearing notice and a list of parcel owners. The minimum number of signatures 
required on the petition to request the special assessment is 99 parcels. A representa¬ 
tive from Spaulding DeDecker was at the meeting; however, after Director Kelley 
advised her item is to be tabled upon advice of the Township attorney and to wait to 
discuss the project at the next public hearing. Trustee Hart inquired how long Wayne 
County will keep these funds dedicated to this project. Director Kelley stated the 
county has not specified a time line however; this is part of the County’s 2005-2006 
amended capital improvement plan. Clerk Payne inquired about the process for 
noticing a new public hearing and Director Kelley stated by tabling the item it falls 
under the statutory time of the notices published. Trustee Clair inquired is there a 
time frame by which the engineering company would not start this project. Director 
Kelley stated none has been indicated. Trustee Rochowiak inquired is there a the 
time period for collecting signatures and Director Kelley stated the Act allows for sig¬ 
natures to be submitted up to the start of the public hearing. Trustee Hart inquired 
where the start up construction cost would come from. Director Kelley stated bonds 
could be issued and would be paid back as the special assessments are paid. 
Supervisor King stated there was discussion regarding the contingency amount and if 
it was appropriate. Director Kelley stated the Act allows the Board to hold a hearing 
for re-determination of costs if the contingency amount is not enough. The Township 
is allowed by the Act to add up to 10 percent of the construction cost without 
approval of the property owners of the special assessment district. The Board dis¬ 
cussed the comments from property owners who are opposed to the special assess¬ 
ment district, not that the roads do not need repair, but rather the cost and the fact that 
Wayne County is not paying for the entire project. 

Residents of the subdivision made the following comments: A review of the history 
of the project noting the property owners objecting have not done anything to assist in 
getting the project done via Wayne County; Would have liked to hear the engineer’s 
presentation of the project and questioned the actual amount Wayne County is to con- 
_tribute; Stated fact that Wayne County rejected the original design plans and the cur¬ 


rent plans are more costly; Encouraged the Board to contact Wayne County Executive 
Ficano and Wayne County Commissioner Sullivan for further assistance with funding 
the project; Why not do a new petition; Would have liked to have seen the assessment 
divided via amount of road frontage instead of per parcel. Supervisor King and 
Director Kelley responded as follows: The Township has worked with the County and 
feel the amount the County will contribute is the most that will be contributed; 
Clarified the amount the County is to contribute is only 20 percent of actual construc¬ 
tion cost and waiving of fees and permits. Township is only the facilitator of the pro¬ 
ject and if new petitions were circulated they would be by the home owners; The 
engineer has already left so no presentation of the project will be done; If a change to 
the way in which the special assessment would be divided was to be changed the spe¬ 
cial assessment process would have to be started over. 

There being no further discussion, a motion was made to close the public hearing. 

Payne moved, Rochowiak seconded to close the public hearing. Carried. 

MINUTES: Payne moved, Budd seconded to approve the Special Board Meeting 
Minutes of April 13, 2006 as presented. Carried. 

Hart moved, Rochowiak seconded to approve the Work Study Session Minutes of 
April 17, 2006 as presented. Carried. 

Budd moved, Clair seconded to approve the Regular Board Meeting Minutes of April 
18, 2006 as presented. Carried. 

CORRESPONDENCE: Supervisor King acknowledged Jeffery Sims as a new on- 
call fire fighter and Michael Harris, Adam Byrd and Deontae Turner as new police 
officers. Director Champagne, Lieutenant Brooks, Trustee Hart, Trustee Clair and 
Battalion Chief Folks presented them with their badges. 

A letter regarding the First Annual Public Safety Employee Awards Banquet from 
Governor Granholm thanking the Public Safety Department employees, the Board 
and Commissioners and volunteers for their contributions in providing public safety 
services for the community. 

A letter from Jere Dolph, Chairperson of the Downtown Development Authority stat¬ 
ing how nice the First Annual Public Safety Employee Awards Banquet was conduct¬ 
ed. 

A letter from Denver Jackson’s mother, a local youth who has been battling leukemia, 
thanking the Public Safety Department for honoring her son Denver at the First 
Annual Public Safety Employee Awards Banquet as a honorary fire fighter. 

The Public Safety Department will strictly enforcing seatbelt laws during the 
Memorial Holiday. The “Click It Or Ticket” campaign runs May 22nd through June

Film may challange some thinking 


What would the world be like if the public believed that 
the story of the life of Jesus Christ had been revised to 
strengthen the tenets of Christianity? 

That question is one of many that confront audience 
members during The Da Vinci Code. The film questions the 
teachings of the Christian church and offers another theory 
as to how Christ might have lived his life. 

It’s a blatantly controversial subject The famous—or 
infamous—bestseller of the same name has been blasted by 
church leaders as sacrilegious, yet it continues to top best¬ 
seller lists. It’s very hard to avoid the Da Vinci Code. It 
seems to be everywhere: on television, reviews in the news¬ 
paper, the focus of discussion in book clubs, on web blogs, 
and in good old-fashioned gossip. 

Now, the film version has become the latest battlefield 
between those who view the theory and concept as blasphe¬ 
my and those who perceive it as an academic exercise or 
simple work of fiction. Although churches throughout the 
United States staged boycotts of the film, it still proved to be 
the top grossing movie of the weekend. 

Robert Langdon (Tom Hanks), a professor at Harvard 
University, specializes in religious symbolism. While in 
Paris, he receives chilling news: the curator of the Louvre 
has been murdered but, with his dying breath, he left 
behind clues to help guide Langdon toward clues that 
would, if revealed, shake the very foundation of 
Christianity. To solve the enigmatic clues the curator—a 
member of a centuries-old secret society known as the 
Priory of Scion—provided, Langdon travels throughout 
Europe on a quest for answers hidden in the works of 
Leonardo Da Vinci. At his side is French cryptologist 
Sophie Neveu (Audrey Tautou), who is also searching for 
answers to the riddles that have claimed the life of the cura¬ 
tor, her grandfather 


For them, however, it isn’t simply an 
academic exercise; it’s a matter of life-or- 
death. They aren’t the only ones chasing 
the secret A powerful shadow organiza¬ 
tion known as Opus Dei, described as a 
Catholic organization known to the 
Vatican that has long sought to seize and 
destroy the Pinery’s secret The group will 
do whatever it takes to keep that secret hid¬ 
den. 

What a person takes out of the film wi 
depend on their individual background. I am 
particularly conservative in my approach to 
gion, but even I raised my eyebrows at a few of the 
ideas proffered by the film. Still, for me personally, the 
film was more stimulating than offensive because it is so 
clearly based on fiction. It doesn’t claim to be the truth’ 
about the life of Christ any more than the Harry Potter 
movies accurately represent life at a British boarding 
school. 

Those who decide to see the film should be prepared to 
think This is not a film audience members can passively sit 
back and enjoy; they need to stay connected to the story or 
they won’t be able to keep up with the plotline, which twists 
and turns like the roots of a century old tree. Everything 
you know about Christianity will be questioned as the film 
searches for answers—and it will be up to the individual to 
decide what, if anything, they get out of the film. 

The movie, rated PG-13, was well done, but it still had a 
few small problems. Part of the problem was Hanks. He’s 
made few films that I haven’t loved but, although he does a 
more-than-adequate job in this film, it didn’t feel natural. 
Filmmaker Ron Howard did a good job overall, but Hanks 
was miscast Hanks and Tautou are both excellent actors, 


but 
they 
lacked the 
spark or the spe¬ 
cial connection 
between the leads that 
elevates a film to heights 
unattainable otherwise. 

It also has problems caused by 
dialogue that bogged down from the 
sheer number of stilted phrases available— 
usually phrases culled directly from the book— 
and at nearly two and a half hours long, it was too 
lengthy. 

Despite these concerns, the film is still worth the price of 
admission.

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Canton Cup returns for 24th year

One of the biggest events in 
Canton Township is getting a little 
bigger 

The Canton Cup soccer touma- 
ment, which takes place this 
weekend, will bring in 450 teams 
and include a few new features. 

Participants in the Canton Cup 
will be playing on one of 40 fields. 
About 25 more teams are partici¬ 
pating this year than last year, 
according to Tournament Director 
John Vaughn. In addition to 
teams from Michigan, there will 
be teams from Pennsylvania, Ohio, 
Indiana and Canada taking part in 
the event 

‘The Canton Cup has a huge 
economic impact on the town¬ 
ship,” said Ann Conklin, director 
of leisure services for Canton 
Township. “After the tournament, 
we send out a flash market survey 
and all of our businesses indicate 
increased revenues.” 

The main venues being used 
for this tournament are 


Independence Park, Heritage 
Park, and Griffin Park Fewer sites 
are being used this year because 
the games with younger children, 
which are six on six games, are 
complete in about an hour Using 
fewer fields is also more cost 
effective, Vaughn said. 

Teams are placed in different 
brackets, depending on the age 
and skill levels of their players. 

“We strive to place everyone of 
equal skill level in the various 
brackets for better competition,” 
Vaughn said. “Having separate 
divisions also allows us to give 
awards to more teams.” 

The tournament is for boys 
ages 7 to 18 and girls 7 to 15. 
Bracket divisions include plat¬ 
inum, bronze, and copper. The 
platinum bracket is the highest 
level for the more advanced soc¬ 
cer players. The bronze and cop¬ 
per brackets are composed of 
recreational and non-travel teams. 

This is the 24th installment of 
the soccer tournament, but it is 
Vaughn’s first year as director He 
is having no trouble taking over 


the reins of such a big event, he 
said. 

“Those who came before me 
have made this event run like 
clockwork,” he said. “I hope I can 
live up to my predecessors.”

It’s not always easy stepping into a new 
role as head coach in any sport First-year 
Salem track coach Kyle Meteyer sat down 
and shared his experiences—both strug¬ 
gles and rewards—with The Journal 
Newspapers. He tells us what to watch out 
for in the future as he helps build the Rock 
track program. 

How would you describe your first year as a 
head coach? 

My first year could be summarized by 
saying that I didn’t realize I would have to 
change my legal address to the Salem 
track. I spent so much time out there, 
because with our young team, our guys 
needed so much extra attentioa The time I 
put in was extremely rewarding—not in the 
form of medals or ribbons, but in the form 
of smiles on the kids’ faces and their opti¬ 
mism and enthusiasm for what’s ahead. 

Was this year tougher or more exciting than 
you imagined? 

It was both. Track teams are large and I 
knew that coming in. But the logistics of 
keeping track of 65 kids’ split times, events 
and personal needs was a challenge for me. 
As far as excitement goes, it was tremen¬ 
dously satisfying and exciting to be back in 
track and field. I missed it dearly and I’m 
thankful that I can be a part of this wonder¬ 
ful sport once again. 

What were some of the difficulties you faced 
this season? 

We didn’t have a lot of depth on the team 
this year and there are a lot of kids at 
Salem not running track who should. I’ve 
told my kids that we need to get as many 
talented athletes out for this team in the 
future as possible. Coaches (Bob) 
Richardson (Canton) and (Kurt) Britnell 
(Plymouth) have done a great job of recruit¬ 
ing athletes (from other sports at their 
schools) onto their teams and Salem needs 
to learn Sum that 

The effort my kids put forth was amaz¬ 
ing this year but depth wins track meets 
and that’s what we need to work on next 
year. 

How will you overcome that in the future? 

Salem has a new football staff, a lot of 
talented young athletes and several strug¬ 
gling programs, to be frank. I believe that I 
can work with these coaches to get more 
talented young men out there for our team 


and that we can work 
symbiotically to improve 
all of our athletic pro¬ 
grams. As track begins 
improving, we’ll see 
improvement in other 
programs as well such as 
soccer, football and basketball. No other 
sport does as much for the fitness of its ath¬ 
letes as track and field. And if Salem kids 
want to start winning in all sports, it begins 
in lane one. 

Who were some of the stronger performers 
for you this season? 

Our top point scorer was Baze Efremov. 
Baze is an excellent hurdler, sprinter and 
long jumper. The whole team rallied 
around him and loved to see him wia In 
fact, the track team enjoys singing a song 
with his name to the tune of the European 
soccer anthem. 

Also, Jimmy Walsh and Dan Kapadia led 
our distance athletes. They were the moral 
leaders of the team. 

We also had a lot of up-and-coming 
young athletes. I’d estimate that about 40 
percent of our varsity lineup was sopho¬ 
mores and freshmen. If these guys continue 
to work as hard as their bodies will let 
them, they will be rewarded with success. 
Who will be some of your notable losses to 
graduation this year? 

Dan Kapadia, Jimmy Walsh, Trevor 
Rice, Justin Blazo and Tommy Anderson 
are our graduating seniors. Although it is a 
small group, their leadership will be 
missed and I wish the best for each of them 
in the years to come. They know they have 
a spot on the coaching staff should they 
want to return. We will also miss Jason 
Hyde. He’s a pole-vaulter, and also did a 
nice job this year We could count on him 
for consistent points in dual meets. 

Who is the future of Salem track? 

One of the most improved runners this 
year was Adam Kashoro. Adam’s academic 
and athletic performance jumped signifi¬ 
cantly this season and I can’t wait to see 
how he develops next year 

Also, I’m ecstatic about some of our 
young distance runners’ performances this 
year, especially Kevin DeBear, Craig 
Cowing, Rob Curtis, Justin Kane, Scott 
Dreaver and Brandon Goble. Curtis is 
around 4:50 in the mile and Craig and 
Keven are at 10:40 in the 3200. Look for 
them in the future.

In 1996. Keith Paul saw a 
potential business opportunity in 
the handyman services market 
and opened HandyPro 
Handyman Services with one 
full-time handyman. 

Today, after 10 years in busi¬ 
ness, the company has 13 handy¬ 
men working at the Plymouth 
location—995 S. Main St—and 
has used franchising opportuni¬ 
ties to add four locations in 
Dallas, Honolulu, Minneapolis 
and Ann Arbor. 

“We actually started out of our 
house in Romulus,” said Keith 
Paul, president and founder of 
HandyPro Handyman Services. 
“We moved to Plymouth about 
eight months after that since 
(Plymouth) is where most of our 
business was coming from.” 

The company won’t celebrate 
for long. HandyPro is making a 
push to double the franchise 
locations by the end of this year 

“We are finding that as the 
baby boomers become empty 
nesters, they want to spend more 
time traveling or with leisure 
activities, and less time doing 
home maintenance,” Paul said. 
“That gives business like ours 
even more opportunities to help 


people get the small jobs done 
around their home so they can 
enjoy their spare time doing 
other things.” 

Paul said the company began 
offering franchises in 2000, but 
the Sept 11 terrorist attacks and 
a struggling economy impacted 
the sale of additional franchises.
